Anglo-Jewry’s 
Tribute

Following the announcement of Sir 
Winston Churchill’s retirement from 
the Premiership on Tuesday of last 
week. statements recording Jewry’s 
dem of gratitude to him were sub-

Dr A. Cohen, President, reads as

“With grateful recollection of your 
services to Great Britain and mankind, 
and appreciation of your work for so 
many Jewish causes, and with every good 
wish to you and Lady Churchill for many 
happy years of leisure so well earned 
President, Officers, and Council of the 
Angio-Jewish Association.”

participated in polo research under a 
gram from the National Foundation for 
infantile Paralysis, and since 1949, with 
grants from the Foundation, has directed 
classification of polomyelitis virus and 
the development of vaccine

Sir Winston Churchill's last day 
as Prime Minister was spent, as the 
world knows, going to see the Queen 
at Buckingham Palace in order to 
surrender his office. But, however 
esteemed, the Premier is an M.P., and 
to have an evemng off while the 
House is sitting he must be “ paired” 
from the Opposition benches. His 
pair on this occasion was Mr. Barnett 
Janner, who had the opportunity to 
preside over a meeting of the Foreign 


Affairs Committee of the Board of 
Deputies. 
Upon the announcement of Sir 


Winston's retirement I looked up the 
issues of THe Jewrsn CuHronicre of 


another April. that of 1908, when he 
was in the centre of a controversy 
dividing the Jewish community and 


attracting much attention outside it. It 
was the time of the famous by-election 
in North-West Manchester, when the 
first (and only) definite attempt to 
organise “a Jewish vote” in_ this 
country was made in favour of the 
young Liberal candidate. who had 
promised to lend his support jn the 
amelhoration of the Aliens Act (and 
of the naturahsation fee). . corre- 
spondent, describing the excitement in 
Cheetham. stated: “Instead of greet- 
ing one another with ‘good Yomtov, 
as 18 Customary this week, the children 
of Manchester's ghetto stop each other 


and inquire: “Nu, vot are vou 
Isetsiti But Churchill's followers 
were to be found not only in 
the ghetto. In a letter to this pape: 


(April 10, 1908) Dr. J. Dulbereg wrote: 

It must be a source of special 
gratification to any constituency to be 
represented in Parhament by so 
brilliant and versatile a voung man as 
Mr, Churchill, who is no doubt 
destined to play an important part in 
the history of the British nation.” As 
we now know, Mr. Churchill lost that 
contest after ail; but Dr. Dulberg's 
forecast certainly came true.

Behind the scenes at Westminster 
strenuous lobbying is being conducted 
for and against the Slaughter of 
Animals Bill. the anti-shechita Bill 
which Mr. R. F. Croucn (Con.,, 
Dorset.

On the other side, Mr. Crouch has 
heen very active in secking support for 
his Bill.

The Bill is coming forward for its 
second reading on April 29. This is a 
Friday. a day when the House 1s nor- 
mally poorly attended. This faci could

It could mean that Mr. Crouch would 
not be able to rally enough of his sup- 
porters to sustain a closure motion.

Bul 
and voices on recent Fridays have 
emphasived this—Mr. Crouch must shep- 
herd a minimum of 100 M.P.s into the 
division lobby in his favour, otherwise 
the closure motion falls. This is irrespec- 
tive of the number voting against. 

The opponents of the Bill wil! also be 
hampered by the fact that the debate 1s 
taking place on a Friday. Alihough the 
genefal fecling at present is agaist the 
Bill, they must ensure that sufficient 
M.P.s are present to beat off Straight 
vote for the second reading 

And assuming everything goes wrong 
and the second reading is carricd— what 
then ? What chance is there of the Bill 
becoming law ? 

Virtually none. The Bill is being intro- 
duced mn the Parliamentary 
session for it to have much success on 
its way through its other stages to the 
Statute book.

BRITAIN AND TURCO- 
IRAQI PACT 


Israelis’ Request for 
Clarification 


By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


The Israeli Government, through 
normal diplomatic channels, is under- 
stood to be secking further clarifica- 
tion of Britain’s official policy towards 
Israel. For, in the opinion of Israeli 
diplomats, Sir Anthony Eden's state- 
ment in the House of Commons last 
week has in no way dispelled the grave 
anxieties created by Britain's accession 
to the Turkish-Iraqgi Pact. Mr. Ben- 
Gurion’s comment on the speech, 
expressing in the most succinct way 
Israel's evaluation of the British Prime 
Minister's declaration, was that “he 
saw no reason to feel any safer.” 


There are, it appears, three main points 
raised by last week's debate in the 
Commons and Sir Anthony's reply. on 
which Israc! is to seck further clarifica- 
tion from the British Government. The 
first is whether. havine linked in one 
sentence territoria! revision. Arab refugees. 
and the Jordan waters as a condition for 
an Isracl-Arab agreement. the British 
Premier intends to consider them jointly 
or not On the questcon of territorial 
revision, the Israelis fear that Sir 
Anthonys remark had some ominous 
connection with the Egyptian demand for 
territory in the Negev. And on this the 
Israelis are firmly decided. In their view, 
there can be no territorial revision at all. 
The same would apply to the acceptance 
of the Arab refueces. 


More Arms for Iraq? 


A second point is whether Britain's 
redrafted arrangement with Iraq will mean 
more arms for the Iraq: Army, and what 
kind of arms. How is this going to affect 
Isracl’s security ? In the Israch view a 
greater supply of arms to any of the Arab 
States will, no less than the British acces- 
sion to the Treaty, be interpreied by the 
Arabs as conniving at their continued 
hostility towards Isracl 

A third point, and no less important, is 
whether there is sull the likelihood of some 
Treaty arrangement between Britain and 
Israel. Israch circles were greatly dis- 
heartened both by the fact uself and the 
manner in which Sir Anthony ignored the 
numerous appeals made very firmly by Mr. 
Herbert Morrison and others in the Com- 
mons for some kind of defensive military 
alhance with Isracl. Like many of the 
Members of Parliament who participated 
in the debate, the Israchs refused to be 
consoled by the assurances, however 
firmly made, that the Turkish-Iraq: Pact. 
with Britain’s adherence to ut. will provide 
greater security for all the Middle East, 
ncluding Isracl. On this point, too, there- 
fore, Isracl will want to obtain more 
information for her own guidance in 
internal and external. policy 

The dissociation of Britain from the 
exchange of Ietiers between Turkey and 
lrag was, of course. weicomed by Israch 
diplomats, as was the debate generally. 
Whatever its outcome it brought to pub- 
lx notice once again and. much more 
clearly than before. the grave situation 
created by Arab. hostility and focused 
attention, intentionally or not. on Israel's 
isolation. Yet in the opinion of Israelis 
much remains to be clarified. and on this 
Israeli diplomats are expected to concen- 
trate in the next few weeks

TOMB TO UNKNOWN JEWISH MARTYR

DEPUTIES AND A.J.A. CO-OPERATION 


Maintaining Groups’ 
Independence 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sin.—Mr. Armin Krausz, in his 
letter in your jssue of April 1, writes 
on the subject of co-ordination in 
foreign affairs as though the repre- 
sentatives of the Board who negoti- 
ated over many months with the 
representatives of the other bodies 
had allowed a perfectly simple solu- 
tion to escape them, because of what 
he calls their “ meaningless demand 
for recognition that the Board alone 
has the authority to act in the name 
of Anglo-Jewry.” This is over- 
simplification; the following is the 
real position. 


The Anglo-Jewish community has for 
nearly 200 years clected its represeniative 
body on the basis given in the preamble 
to the first Constitution of the Board in 
1836: “It was of essential advantage to 
the interests of the Jews of Britain, that 
in all matters ae to their political 
welfare, they should be represented by 
one body ; that in as much as the general 
body of Deputies have long been recog- 
nised as their representative, u is highly 
desirable for the general good that all 
the British Jews should so acknowledge 
them by having a sufficient number of 
members from each congregation to 
ensure the accordance of their proceed- 
~~ with the general wishes of the Jews.” 

he Anglo-Jewish Association was 
established in 1871 ; i.e.. over a hundred 
years after the Board of Deputies. The 
other three organisations come into con- 
sideration mainly because they are British 
sections of international orgamsations 
that have within the last eight vears 
received recognition as consultants to the 
Economic and Social Council of U.N. 

As was explained at the last Board 
meeting. the kind of informal! consulta- 
tions advocated by the A.J.A. and 
endorsed by Mr. Krausz were in fact 
convened by the Board and took place 
on matters coming before the United 
Nations, but these consuliaiions served 
little useful purpose. Representatives of 
the British sections could not commit 
their organisations, let alone bind of 
commit their parent international bodies 
Also the spirit in which the representa- 
lives met was often not amicable and 
co-operative, and however much the 
confidential nature of the proceedings was 


emphasised and agreed to, there were 
always leakages in the press which 
adversely affected open and free discus- 
<ion of the matters considered. Further, 
there were attempts by some of the 
organisations to make the consultations 
range far and wide beyond the field of 
United Nations matters, and thus 
encroach on the general work of the 
Board for which it was elected by the 
community. 

The A.J.A. proposal commended and 
slightly modified by Mr. Krausz—and 
apparently aceepted by yourself in the 
leading article of the previous week— 
has thus been tried and has been found 
sadly wanting, 

he chicf advantages of the Board's 
proposals are that in matters of 
approaches to the Government or to 
Embassies in this country, there shall be 
no doubt as to who speaks with the 
voice of the community as a whole. The 
invitations to the other bodies to 
nominate representatives for co-option on 
the Foreign Affairs Committee of the 
Board would be sent on the assumption 
that these bodies have something to con- 
tribute by way of additional information 
and viewpoints deriving from their mem- 
bership and experience of international 
Jewish organisations or groupings. There 
would thus be added four knowledgeable 
people with voting rights to the 16 elected 
members of the Forcign Affairs Com- 
mittee, who themselves have considerable 
knowledge and experience in foreign 
affairs. 

There would, in this arrangement, be 
no subordination or infringement of the 
independence of the other bodies, because 
if one or other disagreed with the . views 
of the Foreign Affairs Committee there 
would be no objection to the views of 
the dissentient being conveyed in ts own 
name to the appropriate authorities. This 
is, indeed, a very liberal extension of the 
principles of democracy where normally 
the minority has to submit to majority 
opinion. 

As one of the Board's representatives 
who has been present at all the discus- 
sions with the other bodies and at the 
Board commitice meetings which con- 
sidered the question, I feel that’ the 
Board's proposals are those which bes 
offer co-ordination without subordina- 
tion, and a prospect of most effective 
work being done for the community as 
a whole on behalf of Jewish interests 
abroad. The overwhelming vote at the 
last Board meeting indicates that the 
Board—and by inference the community 
which elects tt—is also of that opinion.

A tour of our London Jewish hook 
shops makes it evident that good repro- 
ductions of the carly Hagadot are much 
sougin after, and that a really beauwful 
volume of this sort will always command 
a ready sale and a high price. 

Kk is only necessary to urge that. if 
such a reproduction is planned, the stan- 
dard of printing and binding should be 

the very highest order, and that—as 
in the case of the Darmstadt Hagada. 
published in Leipzig in 1927-—a first-rate 
companion volume of translation, com. 
mentary, and artistic appreciation, should 
be made available simukancously. 

It has been your custom, Sir, for many 
years to publish at Purim and on Pesach. 
an artick on a famous Megilla_ or 
Hagada. May I suggest that even these 
articles would be well worth collecting 
together and publishing. Many of the 
outstanding cxamples were, of course. in 
German. Austrian. or other museums. or 
even privaic hands. Is # too much to 
inquire if any of these most beautiful 
volumes. having perhaps survived the 
Nazis, might perhaps now be acquired by 
museums or libraries tn other parts of the 
world. England in particular, where ous 
people can again have the opportunsy 
of seeing them, and even sharing in the 
pride of their possession ?

RETIREMENT 


NEWS of the retirement of Sir Winston 
Cuurcuit from the Premiership was 
officially announced just after this paper had 
gone to press last week. It occurred at a 
time when the non-appearance of the 
London daily newspapers has prevented the 
fullest public expression being given to 
the universal feelings of emotion at Sir 
WINSTONS withdrawal from his exalted 
office to join the ranks of Britain's elder 
Statesmen. In these circumstances special 
significance attached to the tribute that was 
paid to him over the wireless by another 
eminent octogenarian and elder statesman, 
Viscount SaMurt. These two are now the 
sole survivors of the famous Liberal 
Government that was formed by CAMPBELL- 
BANNERMAN just half a century ago, and 
Viscount Samuet was well equipped to voice 

as he did with such eloquence—the 
nation’s feelings of gratitude and affectionate. 
regard for the retiring Premier. Viscount 
SAMUEL, of course, was expressing the 
sentiments of all his fellow-citizens, irrespec- 
tive of party or creed. 

For Jewish citizens, who heard the news 
on the eve of Passover, an added solemnity 
was lent to the course of contemporary 
events. As we were about to celebrate the 
epoch-making. deliverance of our people 
from the oppression of ancient Egypt, we 
thought instinctively of the modern deliver- 


ance trom Nazism --and of him who. more 


than any other man, was the architect of the 
tree world’s victory over the powers of evil. In 
many synagogues, during the recent Festival 
of kreedom, prayers were spontaneously 
offered for the future happiness and well- 
being of the great statesman who has 
deserved so well of his country and mankind 
Elsewhere in this issue we print the official 
message issued by the Board of Deputies on 
behalf of British Jewry. In view, more- 
over, of Sir WINsTON’S lifelong devotion 
to the Zionist cause, the tribute paid by Mr. 
Mosueé SHarett, the Israeli Premier, will 
everywhere be most warmly acclaimed. 

At a time when the struggle against Nazism 
appeared grim and desperate in the extreme, 
Sir Wrnston addressed to Tue JEWISH 
CHRONICLE this message of hope for Jewry: 
“ Assuredly in the day of victory the Jew's 


‘suflerings and his part in the struggle will 


not be forgotten. Once again, at the 
appointed time, he will see vindicated those 
principles of righteousness which it was the 
glory of his fathers to proclaim to the world. 
Once again it will be shown that, though 
the mills of God grind slowly, yet they 
grind exceeding small.” These words of 
invincible faith deserve to be recalled today 
when a fresh time of crisis confronts Jewry 
and mankind 

Another chapter in British history is now 
opening with the appointment of a new 
Government under the Premiership of Sir 
ANTHONY EDEN, whose sincere concern for a 
peaceful settlement between Israel and the 
Arab States has frequently been expressed. Sir 
ANTHONY has been succeeded as Foreign 
Secretary by Mr. HaROLD MACMILLAN, who 
has also shown a lively interest in Middle 
Eastern affairs. Addressing the annual 
dinner of the Anglo-Israel Association last 
November, Mr. MACMILLAN stressed the 
close connection between the Balfour 
Declaration and the existence of a re-estab- 
lished Jewish State. In paying warm tribute 
to the State of Israel, he declared: “ What 
Britain tried to give and what Israel took 
were complementary and not contradictory 
eflorts.” 


It is earnestly to be hoped that Sir 


SIR WINSTON’S 


WINSTON although he has 
retired from public office, will still be able 
to contribute from his mellow wisdom to 
public life and, above all, to the solution of 
those international problems which so menac- 
ingly cloud the horizon. We pray that the 
blessing of the Almighty may be ever with 
him. 


CHANGING TIMES 


ORTHODOX usage prescribed very strin- 
gent and scrupulous vigilance by the rab- 
binic authorities in order to ensure that 
matzot and all other foodstuffs were strictly 
kasher for the recent Festival of Passover. 
Yet even this rigorous adherence to tradi- 
tional practice has not continued unchanged 
since time immemorial. A _ learned and 
illuminating book, “The Responsa Litera- 
ture.” by Rabbi Sotomon B. Freenor—it 
has just been issued by the Jewish Publica- 
tion Society of America—describes nothing 
less than a revolution that occurred in 
matza-baking just about a century ago. It 
seems to have been around 1857 that a 
machine was invented for the preparation 
and baking of matzot for Passover. From 
Austria its use quickly spread fo other 
countries, byt there was “ an immediate and 
violent reaction on the part of the rabbis 
to its use.” Hitherto hand-baking had been 
universal, and impassioned pronouncements 
by many learned authorities declared cate- 
gorically that machine-baked matzot were 
contrary to Jewish law and must be pro- 
hibited. However, the machine continued 
to be employed, and it found some rabbinic 
defenders. For long a most bitter and acri- 
monious dispute raged ; and the responsa— 
the written answers to questions asked of 
the rabbis—reveal theological polemics at 
their intensest. Yet the new method of 
machine-baking ultimately prevailed and is 
nowadays in general use everywhere. 

Many other responsa quoted in Rabbi 
FREEHOF'S book deal with questions of the 
dietary laws. Controversies over fish have 
been very frequent and embittered; for 
example, regarding the status of the sturgeon. 
At one time there was disagreement also 
about the burbot——-not to be confused with 
the turbot. Indeed, the problems of .kashrut 
used to constitute the largest single subject 
in the whole responsa literature. Modern 


discoveries and inventions have given rise to 


many further problems. There are diff- 
culties, for example, in relation to Orthodox 
Sabbatical laws, about electrical and elec- 
tronic devices, about radio and television. 
May a pious Jew, for instance, wear a self- 
winding wrist-watch on the Sabbath ? 

Still more serious are the unresolved 
problems arising from the position of 
women under the Orthodox marriage and 
divorce laws. Medical science and fresh 
types of social and economic organisation 
have introduced entirely novel situations. 
Again, the establishment of the State of 
Israel has made urgent a host of new 
questions. Rabbi FREEHOF’S book poses the 
query whether. these questions will elicit 
reasoned and practical answers for the 
guidance of the perplexed. 


PREJUDICE & DISCRIMINATION 


THE regrettable absence of the national 
press has prevented a wider public in this 
country from learning more fully about the 
international conference which recently met 
in Geneva and on whose invaluable delibera- 
tions this paper almost alone reported last 


week. The conference. in which 90 diverse 


non-governmental organisations, seven of 
them Jewish, took part, met to discuss the 
twin evils of prejudice and discrimination, It 
was the first conference of its kind, and 
although its resolutions, because of the nature 
of the participants, do not possess the power 
of law, they are nevertheless of special impor- 
tance. They point to the way in which preju- 
dice and discrimination, which still darken 
human relations, can best be fought and 
eradicated provided there is the will to do so. 
Although today a reference to racial preju- 
dice is likely to bring the problem of the 
negroes most readily to many people's 
minds, over the past twenty centuries 
no other people has been so grievously 
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afflicted or suffered so much because of racial 
prejudice as the Jews. This, no doubt, 
accounts for the fact that at this conference 
the Jewish non-governmental organisations 
were among the first to champion the lofty 
principles of human tolerance, political and 
social. The deliberations, in which so many 
experienced social workers took part, were on 
a very high level and should serve as an 
inspiration as well as a guide to Parliaments 
and Governments in the framing of laws 
against racial discrimination, No less inspir- 
ing are the resolutions passed, which recom- 
mend in the clearest possible terms the 
adoption of legal provisions assuring the 
fullest respect to every human being without 
distinction of race, creed, or colour. There 
are. of course, no magical formulas by which 
the old evils can be eradicated: the more 
reason, then, why the beginning made at the 
Geneva conference should be followed up by 
constant application to the same high ideal. 


FOR THE AGED 


A REBUILDING fund appeal which deserves 
the generous support of the community has 
been issued by the Home for Aged Jews at 
Wandsworth Common, London. Until the 
end of the war all residents in the Home 
were able-bodied old people, as it was then 
possible to transfer the residents when they 
became infirm to the infirmary section of the 
Jewish Home of Rest. In 1948. the Jewish 
Home of Rest was taken over by the 
Ministry of Health, and it now has no infirm- 
ary wards at all. The Home for Aged Jews, 
therefore, found it necessary to convert 
some of its own dormitories into infirmary 
wards, so that now it has 169 beds, of 
which 131 are occupied by able-bodied resi- 
dents and 38 by the infirm. It has not so 
tar been possible to extend facilities for the 
infirm people who apply for admission, and 
plans are therefore under way for an exten- 
sion giving a total of 233 beds, of which 
lO1l will be for infirm and “132 for the able- 
bodied. This scheme has the approval of 
the Ministry of Health and the L.C.C., 
because it is recognised that infirm cases are 
often not sufficiently cared for either under 
the National Assistance section or under the 
National Health section, as they tend to fall 
between these two. Some of the applica- 
tions received from infirm cases are from 
people living in pitiful conditions. Many 
of them require constant nursine as well as 
medical attention, and some of the older 
ones have to be looked after like children. 
In addition to the new building, the old 
building has to be modernised. Altogether, 
with furnishings, linen, etc., the cost will 
amount to approximately £200,000. -A good 
Start towards this figure has already been 
made, and it cannot be doubted that the full 
sum will be forthcoming. 


TRAVEL GUIDE 


WitH the exodus of our ancestors from 


Egypt, there began those wanderings which 
have taken the Jewish people to the ends 
of the earth. Often, indeed, such wanderings 
have been not voluntary but conducted under 
cruel duress. Yet the conceptions of holiday 
recreation and pilgrimage date back to 
Biblical times and set a precedent that 
proved fruitful of development in after ages. 
The advent of spring marks the beginning 
of the holiday season for most of us nowa- 
days, and it witnesses the timely arrival of 
“THE Jewish Travel Guide for 
1955," compiled by “Green Flag” (Jewish 
Chronicle Publications : Is. 6d. : $0.25). This 
is the fifth annual edition of a booklet that 
gives invaluable information for all Jewish 
travellers. It covers London and the 
provinces, the countries of the Common- 
wealth, Israel, and every land in which a 
Jewish community is to be found. . Travel 
facilities by land, sea, and air are carefully 
listed. Full particulars are given about 
hotels, restaurants, and caterers, and about 
the standards of kashrut available. A list 
of vegetarian establishments is also included. 
In all centres of Jewish population, com- 
munal and_ religious institutions are 
mentioned together with historical and topo- 
graphical information of Jewish interest. 
The expanded section on holiday camps and 
schools for children and young people 
reflects the growing popularity of this 
modern feature. This vade-mecum should 
promote the world-wide brotherhood of 
Israel, and with its aid no Jew anywhere 
need feel a stranger.

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STAGE FANTASY 


Second Book of One-Act Plays.

The chief interest in the four 
plays included in this book lies in 
Rubinstein’s Bernard Shaw in 
Heaven.’ a fantasy which was given a 
midnight performance on the occasion 
of Shaw's birthday, three years ago. 
“For a considerable period of my life 
| loved Shaw the other side of idolatry, 
taking his word in almost any context 
for my truth,” writes Mr. Rubinstein 
in a footnote, but goes on to say 
“ Absorbing other influences—through 
the teachings of Ouspensky and Dr. 
Maurice Nicoll-—has perhaps enabled 
me to see Shaw more distinctly, since 
his death.” 

it is the reconciliation of these 
various philosophies which provides 
the background for this playlet, while 
the framework its a delicate, -witty 
comedy. in a true Shavian manner. 
Shaw has died and. much to his 
amazement. has found himself jin the 
next world-—a place in which he pro- 
foundly disbelieved. His first guard- 
ian angel 1s Candida, his inspiration, 
hic better self, teaching him to see 
earth in relation to the heavens, show- 
me nim how the Life-Force animates 
and the Higher Mind informs every 
singie one of those nebulz. It is a 
spreading out of the intrinsic Shavian 


ideas. and when the Daemon. in the 
person of his old friend, Frank Harris, 
has tred to convert him to re-incarna- 


tion. and has failed, his guide. William 
Shakespeare. arrives, accompamed by 
his guardian angel, Rosahnd. It is 
the Bard who leads him on to the 
hicher philosophy, showing Shaw that. 
while he preached a Life-Force mov- 
ing through the created world in a 
single direction, there exists a counter- 
noving force drawing man. if he so 
wills. upwards agaist the stream. and 
calling for his conscious Co-operation 

Mr. Rubinstein writes. as ever, with 
a light touch and an enormous sense 
offun. In any other hand the meetine 
of the two giants might have become 
ponderous and boring, but he carries 
of the improbabilities with amazing 
grace and conviction. The play should

HEBREW. MUSIC & ° FOREIGN

All forms of art first take their 
shape out of the individual 
teristics of a race, and through later 
development they may reach acknow 
ledged universal standards. Only at 
that time is the full artistic creation 
apprehended and only then can the 
artist’s intent attune self to the minds 
of all those in contact with i A 
universally accepted art creation 
exerts an indirect influence which con- 
tinues to shape and mould the ideology 
of present and future generations. 


The Award of Destiny 


4 nation in whose midst art 
treasures are born is the first to benefit 

not because it is always the first to 
acknowledge its treasure, very often 
destiny awards the honour of judging 
a masterpiece to a nation other than 
the one which produced it. So the 
first performance of a work often 
occurs in a land distamt from its 
original place. The famous dictum 
applies of a prophet not being 
honoured in his own country. 

But eagerness is aroused among the 
peop'e at home because of the external 
acknowledgment. Their reward 1s 


harac- 


twofold. First, they find their prestige 
enhanced in other countries. and. 
secondly, they are encoura ged to 


further creative effort. For exampe, 
let me point to experience in Eng!and. 
This country’s greatest contribution to

cal creations. Who knows how much 
longer the fame of Mendelssohn might 
have been delaved if it had not been 
for the acknowledgment he received 
and the work he was commissioped 
to do in England England thus 
gladly absorbed the artist's contribu- 
tion, and at the same time rewarded 
him by making him and his country 
appreciated universally. 

While, of course, an art is born. in 
the seclusion of Hs creators mind, 4s 


well as jn the environment in which 
he lives. a universal standard could 
not be achieved by its remaining in 
isolation. Many men of fame have 
reached great heights through the 
interplay of  jnfluences Debussy 


actually changed his environment for 
one. Chopin changed his 
Polish homeland for France; and so 
with Tchaikovski and many others 
Their work acquired an added great- 
ness as the result of the different 
influences they received. Western 
civilisation in this respect has scored 
against older civilisations because of 
the freedom exercised in the exchange 
of cultural values. 

It is also right to say that many 
anciemt races made wonderful begin- 
nings in every field of art, but 
remained more or less stationary and 
lost to the coming generations because 
a tradition of isolation prevented the 
acceptance of influences from outside 
Seclusion and self-imprisonment have 
choked or petrified many of their art 
forms.

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SHALOM ASCH AND JUDAISM 
Jewish Forum Discussion

Shalom Asch’'s books “ The Nazarene,” 
“ The Apostle,” and “ Mary ~ was the 
subject of a discussion between Dr. 
Bernard Homa, Mr. A. M. Kaizer, 
Mr. Joseph Leftwich, and Dr. 
J. L. Tejcher in the Jewish Forum 
series held by the British section of 
the World Jewish Congress at the 
Anglo-Israeli Club last week. 

S. Levenberg, who presided, 
presenied the accusations. made against 
Asch and the case for him and said he 
heheved that Asch was a Baal Teshuva 
‘that he had repented) Hy had laicly 
spent a few months tn Israc! and had 
decided to settle there. “ Shalom Asch.” 
said Dr. Levenberg. “1s coming back to 


his people. back to Isracl and a new 


chapter be@nning in his tik 

Mir. A. M. Kaizer said Shalom Asch 
was a rebel. “ Lucrature he had once 
said.

Dr. Homa said he accepied the fact 
that Shalom Asch had been a leading 
light in Yiddish literature for about half 
a century, that he had long been known 
as a rebel and had a novelisi's heence 
to choose and write on any subiect he 


liked. But when a novelist was writing 
on a religious theme, particularly on one 
which dealt with the very delicate problem 
of the differences between religions, he 
was treading on very dangerous ground. 
In “The Nazarene” Asch had merely 
repeated the story of the New Testa- 
ment. Two thousand years had passed 
Asch by completely and there was not 
a single word in this story which Asch 
wrote which was in favour of the Jew. 
He had given the story as the New 


Testament depicted it and not a single’ 


argument was advanced against the 
alleged teachings of Jesus or a single 
contradiction of many of the falsified 
concerning Judaism which 
appeared in the New Testament. Shalom 
Asch had accepted tt all as the gospel 
truth 

Mr. Joseph Leftwich said he did not 
agree with Asch’s views of Christianity. 
But this was not a new thine with Asch. 
Fifty vears ago he had asked for a 
revision of the “ Dreyfus Affair as he 
had called the trial of Jesus. Others 
stressed Mr Leftwich, had done what 
Asch was attacked for They gloried, 
for example. in Disracli. who had always 
called himself a “ Jewish-Christian.” 

he speaker referred to other famous 
Jews who. he said. had done the same 
is Shalom Asch and asked * Why treat 
Shalom differently from 
others?” Asch he added loved Jews 
and clung to them He had always 
worked in Jewish hfe and was a great 
Jew in Polish Jewry. During the war he 
worked for all Jewish rehef. organis- 
ations. 


Defence of Judaism 


Dr. Teicher said he was very much 
amazed and surprixed at the attacks 
directed against Shalom Asch as being 
a preacher of Christ anity. When he had 
read “The Nazarenc.” the strongest 
impression he had formed was an out- 
night. defence of Judaism against 
Christianity, against the misrepresentation 
of Jesus That Jesus should he a 
subject of interest to Jews should be so 
patent, sai? Dr. Te cher. that. he should 
not have to justify it. 

“That Shalom Asch.” Dr. Teicher 
said, “* should be considered as an enemy 
of Judaism seems to me to be absurd. 
His * Nazarene” is an outright defence 
of Judaism in all respects.”’

But when a novelist was writing 
on a religious theme, particularly on one 
which dealt with the very delicate problem 
of the differences between religions, he 
was treading on very dangerous ground. 
In “ The Nazarene’ Asch had merely 
repeated the story of the New Testa- 
ment. Two thousand years had passed 
Asch by completely and there was not 
a single word in this story which Asch 
wrote which was in favour of the Jew. 
He had given the story as the New 
Testament depicted it and not a single 
argument was advanced against the 
alleged teachings of Jesus or a single 
contradiction of many of the falsified 
statements concerning Judaism which 
appeared in the New Testament. Shalom 


Asch had accepted it all as the gospel 
truth 
Mr. Joseph Leftwich said he did not 


agree with Asch’s views of Christianity, 
But this was not a new thine with Asch.

NE of the most famous of our 
() rabbis was Rabbi Judah the 

Prince. He was descended from 
King David through his mothers 
family. so he was often known as 
Ha-Nasi. “the Prince.” He became 
so famous and his decisions were 
received with so much respect that. in 
addition to this title, he was called 
simp.y Rabbi.” 

Rabbi Judah seems to have won 
the favour of the Roman rulers, and 
he was able to make good use of the 
wealth that he was fortunate enough 
tO possess. He was recognised by the 
Romans as the chief of the Jews in 
Palestine. He lived in a very simple 
manner and, with the generosity that 
is a hall-mark of princes, he gathered 
round him a number of pupils, whom 
he supported entirely at his own cost 


At a time of famine, this Jewish 
Prince and Rabbi threw open his 
storehouses and distributed corn to 


the needy, so that people said ol 
him: “ Verily he is another Joseph.” 

The Roman Emperor. Antonius 
with whom Rabbi Judah was ver, 
friendly. frequently put questions to

Rabbi tripping. Once 
he asked: “Should not a man pray 
every hour?” 

“Certainly not.” said Rabbi But 
Antonius disagreed and argued the 
point, 

Shortly afterwards Rabbi Visited the 
Emperor and very ceremoniouis|y 
used all his titles, bowed courteously. 
and left. An hour later he returned 
and paid another visit to the Emperor, 
using all the dignified names of his 
friend, bowed respectfully. and with- 
drew from the palace. Exact!y one 
hour later he repeated his visit with 
the same words and expressions. until 
the Emperor said very irritably: 
Vour 
frequent visits, mn fact they are quite 
a burden.” 

“ Therem,” replied the wise Rabbi. 
“hes my reason for telling you that 
man should not approach the Throne 
of Mercy every hour, as such fre- 
quency leads to contempt.” 

Rabbi had many pupils, and one of 
them was named Bar Kappara. He 
was somewhat of a wit and. like some 
schoolboys, occasionally had a joke 
at the expense of his teacher.

Once when he was invited to a 
feast at Rabbi's home, Bar Kappara 
began to tell the invited guests a 
number of stories and fables. Ihe 
result was that instead of eating the 
good things laid before them they 
were so imterested in Bar Kappara’s 
funny tales that all the food was left. 
much to the annoyance of Rabbi 
Judah. 

lt so happened that once when Bar 
Kappara was walking along the sea- 
shore near the city of Caesarea. he 
saw a man, almost naked. who had 
just saved himself from a shipwreck. 
Bar Kappara went to him. took him 
to his own home, fed and clothed the 
man. and gave the needy traveller 
enough money to pay his journey to 
his home city, and he himself 
accompanied him part of the wav. 

Some time later a neighbouring 
nation attacked some of the cities of 
Palestine, and seized many Jews as 
prisoners and tried to sell them as 
Slaves. 

Bar Kappara was chosen as ambas- 


sador to go to the court of the king 
and plead for the release of the 
prisoners, for which purpose he was 
entrusted with SOO silver pieces to pas 
for the ransom of the captured men. 

When Bar Kappara was granted an 
audience of the king. he was amazed 
to recognise that the vizier (chief 
minister) was the man whom he had 
helped after the shipwreck. The 
Vizier. too, was also astonished at 
secing his benefactor, and asked Bar 
Kappara what he wanted from the 
king. The vizier then told the whole 
story to the king, who in gratitude 
for the timely help to his minister, 
not only re'eased al! the 
presented the S00 pieces of silver to 
Bar Kappara as a token of appre- 
cration

verse in Ecclesiastes: “Cast thy bread 
upon the waters. for thou shalt find

for, in spxe ol au ihe new, wond 
fabrics Unmat have recenily come on to 


market. the bulk of the family’s clothes 
is still made up of rayons, silks, and 
cottons, all of which necd careful iron. 


ing. And even when nylon and leryiene 
are used. few housewives realise that these 
fabrics, too, can always ne improved 
when lightly pressed with a cool iron, 
especialy when they begin to lose then 
onginal freshness. 

Phe current craze for wearing, washing 
overnight, and wearing again the next 
day has made x easy for most women 
to forget the iron, but there is a danger 
that this could to sloveniiness—a 
fact which is admitted by the very pcople 
who try to make these fabrics as crease- 
resisting and fresh as possible—-the 
fimshers. The Bradford Dyers’ Associa- 
tion say that a nylon shp, blouse, of 
shirt will always look fresher and crisper 
after a brief pressing. 

Cotton, fashion’s favourtie of the 
moment, is becoming casier and casier 
to iron. because of its mew, shiny sur- 
faces. but rayon still creases easily and 
needs care in ironing. A danger signal 
when ironing rayon is when the fabric 
suicks to the iron, so be sure when iron- 
ing this material always to use a coo! iron.

happen with Hebrews as with any 
other people. 

The history of Jewish music is itself 
a proof. The early tunes of Semitic 
origin in Biblical days (which would 
appear to have atrophied in Arab 
lands) were taken with them by the 
Jews into the Dispersion, and became 
especially a medium tor expression in 
the synagogue, to which much of the 


former “way of life” had perforce 
to be narrowed down. The spread of 
the Hebrew tunes affected other 


peoples among whom the Jews found 
themselves—-as witness the musical 
borrowings by the early Church-—and 
at the same time slight modifications 
occurred in the Hebrew melodies 
through contact with Western modes. 
Ihe fundamental Hebrew music, 
together with these modifications, 
gradually gave rise to the modern can- 


toral stvie of chazanut. Chazanut 
itself “froze” to a certain extent by 
the imposition on the Jews of the 
ghetto. system, which, as with other 
things, prevented the normal musical 
interplay until almost modern times 
Ihe same preservative forces kept 
Yiddish as a spoken medium among 
mitlhons of Jews—again until modern 
times. 


It is, therefore. no accident that-first 
the Emancipation and then the recent 
establishment of the Jewish State 
should have led to the slow decay of 
both Yiddish and chazanut, for now 
a regrowth of Hebrew as a 
living expanding language, and, spring- 
ing from it. a new secular poetry and 
rhythm with a melodic line differing 

because of rts own widening and the 
inevitable impingement of other cul- 
tures upon it-—from the old synagoga! 
style. Just as when Hebrew sacred 
literature spread among other peoples 
who absorbed the Biblical ideology i! 
affected their arts and brought them 
nearer to the universal standards, so 
now the compliment is being returned, 


and Hebrew. renascent, is absorbing 
influences freely available to it from 
outside, and in fact brought into it by 
the ingathering of the exiles from 
among many nations. 

For that reason, we shall find 
Hebrew music changing. The old 


trunk will put forth new shoots, until 
the whole tree of Jewish art in Israel, 
as of Jewish values in general, while 
retaining its basic Hebrew modes, will 
benefit from the absorption of both 
Eastern and Western influences and 
express the universal values that alone 
contain the promise of ultimate human 
contentment, if not perfection.

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FREER TRAVEL FOR REFUGEES 
Agreement With Benelux Countries 


From our Correspondent 


GENEVA 

The Office of the United Nations 
High Commissioner for Refugees has 
announced here that an agreement has 
been concluded between the Govern- 
ments of Belgium and Holland pro- 
viding for the free movement of 
refugees within the two countries, 
Arrangements for a similar agreement 
with Luxembourg will be completed 
without delay, thereby extending the 
privilege to all refugees resident in the 
Benelux countries. 


Welcoming this news, the High 
Commissioner, Dr. G. J. van Heuven 
Goedhart, has issued the following 
Statement: “ The agreement on refugee 
travel reached between the Governments 
of Belgium and the Netherlands is new 
im the history of refugee affairs and it 
therefore constitutes a valuable precedent 
which I carnesily hope may lead to similar 


facilities being grante@ to refugees in 
other countries. On behalf of the United 
Nations | congratulate the Dutch and 
Belgian Governments for having set yet 
another magnificent example to the world, 
and on behalf of the refugees, whose pro- 
tection has been entrusted to me, I hasten 
to express my deepest appreciation.” 

By the terms of the agreement refugees 
legally resident in Belgium and Holland 
will no longer require visas whren travel- 
ling from one country to the other. It 
will be sufficient if they are in possession 
of a London Travel Document or the 
travel document provided for by the 1951 
Convention Relating to the Status of 
Refugees. They will, of course, be sub- 
ject to the regulations concerning aliens 
in general. 

Reciprocal arrangements for the easing 
of international travel restrictions entered 
into by Governments for the benefit of 
their nationals do not apply to refugees 
resident in the same territory. Refugees 
require visas for all international travel 
and, im most cases, cxit and re-cniry 
permits in addition.

Mr. G. Josephthal, Treasurer of the 
Jewish Agency, said here last week 
that the Jewish Agency, the American 
Joint Distribution Committee, and 
Mofoccan Jewry had agreed on a plan 
to “ liquidate” the smaller Moroccan 
communities. 

Between 5,000 and 6,000 Jews will be 
evacuated from 42 villages, 80 per cent 
of whom would emigrate to Israel and 
the remainder, not qualifying under 
Isracls selective immigtfation§ arrange- 
menis, would be setthd: in the larger 
cities, such as Casablanca, Marrakesh, 
and Fez. where they could enjoy greater 
security and where wider social services 
were available.

wounding twelve others, but censured 
Israel for “ technical violations” of the 
armistice agreement cause@ apparently 
through the bringing up of reinforcements 
and returning fire in order to remove 
the casualties, 

An Israeli patrol car struck a mine near 
Nirim on Saturday, one officer and a 
soldier being kille@ and two others 
wounded. According to an Israeli Army 
spokesman, the Egyptian guns in the same 
area later shelled an Israeli unit, the 
bombardment ending only after a gun 
duel with Israeli batteries. 

According to the spokesman, eight 
Israelis were killed and 58 wounded in 
30 incidents in the Gaza border area and 
the demilitarised zone between March 10 
an@ April 10.
